Wasarsoron, Sept. 26.—The Demo- 
cratic conferees are authority for the 
statement that every disputed point 
has been finally agreed upon by the 
tariff conferees, and as soon as a com- 
parison of the bill and report is com- 
pleted it will be presented to the 
House. The bill is to go into effect 
on October 6th, and the bonded period 
was extended until February. Sugars 
below No. 16 are free, and above that, 
will pay a duty of half a cent per 
pound. The duty on binding twine 
was ve and seven-tenths of a cent 
per pound. The sugar schedule 
contains a provision that in addition 
to a halfcent duty on grades above 
No. 16, an additiunal.duty of one cent 
per pound is to be impœed on such 
sugars when imported from a country 
which pays a larger export bounty on 
refined sugar than on the raw pro- 
ducts.

and arrangements are already made 
for the consideration and disposition 
of the report tmorrow. If the ar- 
rangements are carried out, a reso!u- 
tion will be introduced by McKinley 
providing fr an adj urnment sine 
die, on Tuesday.

Cruiser Named for Her. 


The Finest Spreimen of Clock-Making . 
Ever Produced in the United States— 
A Werk of Art as Well as an 
Accurate Time- Keeper. 


Above the s'ver-faced dial an eagle, 
with outspread wings, assumes a defens- 
ive position, says the Philadelphia 
Ledzer, wile on the right side of the 
elock face stands a full length figure of 
a woman, in classic attire, bojding a 
roll as she leans on the site of the bezel. 
To the left another female figure stands 
in a simflar position, carrring the horn 
of plenty en one arm. Below the clock 
face a shield, which upon close inspec- 
tion is seen to represent a section on 
the hu’ of a vessel, surmounts crossed 
guns and bs encireled by a laurel wreath. 

On this shield isan imscription setting 
forth that the clock was presented to 
the eruiser Philadelphia on behalf of 
the citizens of Phfladeiphia. 

A calie forms a square around the 
clock case, and in loops at each of the 
two upper corners a fouled anchor is 
held. Erom eber side of the group 
around the dial two draped American 
standards jut out gracefully, and be- 
neath the two female figures, which 
stand on a kind of premonitory, are 
seen choprg waves bordered with a 
sero“, bear ag the word, Philadelphia 
Maneto.” A massive scroll at the base 
of the clock is imseribed U. S. 8 Phila- 
de!pbia.” 

The sMver diai bears figures in gold 
in relief of most beautiful and original 


design. Fhe minutes are divided by | 


raised, golden pegs, while the center of 
the face bears an exquisie piece of the 
jeweler’s art. It is the shield of the 
city's arms The plow, in the top sec- 
tion of the device, is in relief, as is the 
ship, with all her canvas on, which is 
in the lower third. The whole plate is 
most dainty and correct in detail, and 
above it, also in bas relief, is the arm of 
justice, with the balance. A rich, 
golden scroN frames the arms on the 
face, which, altogether, is pronounced 
to be not only exquisite but unique. 
Bais part of the ornamentation is an 
exc llent specimen of the good en- 

.ver’s art. Considerable difficulty 
was encountered in modeling the work 
in getting an eagle that would be suit- 
able. Finally a fine specimen was 
secured in the Academy of Natural 
Sciences, and it bas been faithfully re- 
produeed. The two female figures were 
modeled from Hfe, and are fair repre- 
sentations of graceful and lithe femi- 
nine forms ‘They are ina gilt bronze, 
which contrasts pleasantly with the 
dark bronze of thew surroundings. In 
the original model the two figures were 
in bas relief, bet the seulptor, and 
rightly, too, thought that the effect 
could be heightened by placing the 
figures in full relief, as they are now 
seen. 

To give some idea of the care be- 
stowed upon the time-piece it should be 
mentioned that, in order to have the 
guns and. the old-style wooden ship in 
the design truthful, the orm sent to the 
Navy bopartment aud reve oto- 
gruphs of the old man-of-war Con -titn- 
tion and of the new-style orinance, and 
from these those seen in the — 
work were modeled, 

Strictly speaking. 
the clock is a nawticalone. It is con- 
structed with a balance whecl on the 
pr-aciple of a watch; consequently the 
pitching and tossing sea will not affect 
the movement. The escapement is a 
demi-chronometer, jeweled in all its 
principal parts, and highly finished. 

Instead of the hours, the chime of 
bells strikes in couplets, in true nautical 
style, the ship’s bells. When it is 
twelve o'clock eight bells are struck, 


‘instead of twelve, as in other time- 


pieces; at nine o'clock, two bells, ete. 
Inis has never before been accom- 
plished ina fine clock. An ther feat- 
ure which wih be appreciated by 
mariners, which is also an 
provement, ig thatof making the hour 
hand free of its twin, the minute hand. 
in reguiating the clock. This enables 


them to turn the elock back or forward | 1890 


an hour without disturbing the minute 
hand, 2s is required to be done every 
day iu crossing the various degrees of 
longitude during a voyage. 

The regulation of the hands and bells 
is commanded by a series of wheels, 
hidden in a metal closet opening on one 
side of the case. An ingenious device 
has been contrived to open the bezel of 
the clock, so thatthe minute hand can 
be turned in reguiating it. When not 
required to be open it is Jocked by a 
minute lock in the lower part. By in- 
serting a small hookelike key and giv- 
ing it a turn the caseis unlocked. Two 
other hooks are placed in the sides, and 
the plate class and bezel drawn out 
about an inch. Then by a hidden hinge 
on the top the piece can be raised. 

The clock is incased in a mabogany 
box and the back is of steel. ‘The whole 
piece weighs about 400 pounds, is about 
three feet high, and is nearly as many 
broad,
